TVhat H ie San F ra n c isc o G ra n d J u r y Says 
o f J u ry -B rib in g . 
San F rancisco, November 23d.— [Spe­ 
cial.]—The Grand Jury filed its final report 
to-day. In relation to the bribery report it 
is as follows: 
“ We have investigated the charges of j ury- 
bribing and find it to have been carried on 
here to defeat the ends of justice. 
It is a 
disgrace to our city and country. We have 
found indictments against persons where 
the evidence was clear and convincing, 
aud we hope our successors will continue 
the investigation of this subject until the 
guilty are punished and this base crime is 
made odious in this community.” 
The city and county departments were 
criticised, some favorably and some ad­ 
versely, but no serious mal-administration 
was found in any. The report further 
say s: 
‘‘The allegations made bv an ex-Judge 
of the Supreme Court in a brief filed be­ 
fore the honorable Supreme Court of this 
State, that an unfilled check, property 
signed, was offered to the Hon. J. F. Sulli­ 
van, Judge of the Superior Court, Depart­ 
ment Two, of this city, to influence his de­ 
cision in the case of Sharon vs. Sharon, 
were investigated and found to be false and 
without foundation. 
” Certain charges made against the Hon. 
D. J. Murphy, Judge of the Superior 
Court, Department Twelve, of this city, 
were fully investigated and found ground­ 
less and without foundation. We fully ex­ 
onerate Judge Murphy from said charges. 
” Startling developments were brought to 
light by papers found in the safe of Wing, 
Fong A Co. 
Valuable information was ob­ 
tained from these documents; but, accord­ 
ing to ’Pete’s ’ admissions, papers of still 
greater value^ should have been found in 
this safe. Why they so suddenly disap­ 
peared is only a m atter of conjecture.”

The season lias been 
a satisfactory one, and more plants will be 
established next year. Mr. Shorb thinks 
that much of the must can he sold to East­ 
ern wine-makers, who will prefer it to 
sugar for adm ixture with their wines. 
Much, too, can be sold unfermented to 
temperance people, who can purchase it at 
soda fountains and other places. The must 
condensed represents a total of 000.000 gal­ 
lons of wine.

It is reported that soon after Congress 
assembles a resolution will be introduced 
in the House, requesting the President to 
terminate the existing lease of the fur-seal 
islands ot St. Paul and St. George to the 
Alaska Commercial Company, and further 
declaring it the sense of Congress that such 
islands should not be again leased. The 
idea is that these islands should be thrown 
open to fishermen during certain seasons 
ol the year, under such restrictions and 
regulations, as regards the killing of seals, 
as Congress may prescribe. 
The seizure of vessels engaged in the seal 
fisheries in the open water of Behring sea, 
and confiscating their cargoes, has attracted 
a great deal of notice here. 
It will be as­ 
serted that it is against the policy of the 
Government to give any private company 
a monopoly over any industry that can be 
prosecuted by individuals on anv part of 
the public domain, and that to throw the 
seal fisheries open 
to the public will 
cheapen the price of furs, and develop a 
large industry on the Pacific coast. In 
support of such resolution it will be urged 
that there is no longer a reason lor attem pt­ 
ing to make Aiaska self-supporting, because 
of the gradual development of the inland 
resources of the Territory and the vast sur­ 
plus in the National Treasury.

N ew Y o r k, November 23d.—The work of 
getting a jury to try Johann Most was con­ 
tinued to-day, and 
shortly after noon 
twelve men had been secured, who were 
satisfactory to botli sides. The jury was 
then sworn. Colonel Fellows summed up 
the case for the prosecution. Detective 
Roth was the first witness called, and lie 
was followed by Detective Saxe. 
The cross-examination ol Saxe was begun 
by Mr. Howe. An effort was made to show 
that the witness had given different testi­ 
mony before the Grand Jury. W itness had 
not given his accouut of the meeting so fitli 
as at the trial, and he admitted having 
made a mistake before the Grand Jury in 
saying tnat Most began his speech with the 
words, “ Fellow slaves.” The words used 
by Most were: “ Bruder Anarchists.” 
He 
thought Most had used the English plural 
to “Anarchists,” and not the German. 
Simon Dryfus, n reporter, corroborated 
the other witnesses substantially. A man 
had sat next to him at the meeting who 
jum ped up, saying. “ W hy not to-day? 
We’re ready !” 
Most concluded by saying: 
“ I am an A narchist! 
Rise anarchy! long 
may it live I” H e thought it time to get 
out, which he did. He did not take notes, 
because he did not want to be carried out 
dead. Witness did not suffer much under 
the severe cross-examination. 
The State rested its case, and the Court 
adjourned.

These ap­ 
pal me and weigh upon my spirit to such 
a degree that I am worn out. I am ap­ 
palled. amazed and oppressed by this won­ 
derful country. I had no conception of its 
extent. 
“ Then there is the utter disregard of the 
value of money winch a foreigner finds 
here. Jt seems to me that one of your 
dollars is no more than one of oar shillings, 
if I should be offered money fora letter in 
England I should think that some one were 
playing a joke upon m e; hut here for one 
letter some one offers me $300. It seems to 
me that there must be an end to this, other­ 
wise there will be a great collapse, or a 
great discipline.

THE REAL FACTS OF THE AFFAIR. 
T hiuodkaux (La.), November 23d—The 
following statem ent regarding to-day’s af­ 
fair explains itself: Our labor troubles had 
about ceased, when on Tuesday afternoon 
the people of this town were reliably in­ 
formed that an attack wonld be made upon 
the town during the night. To prevent 
any trouble a strong guard of Deputy 
Slierilk was posted at all the approaches. ' 
At 7 o'clock this morning two of the 
guards were shot from ambush and seri­ 
ously wounded. 
Two of their friends 
rushed to their help, and while they were 
attem pting to relieve their comrades they 
were also fired on from ambush. Luckilv 
they were not hurt. 
A fearful state of excitement ensued, and 
the armed guard of town rushed to the 
scene of action. They were again fired on 
from ambush, and then returned the fire, 
aud a general fusilade was kept up until 
the rioters were 
dispersed. 
Some six 
rioters are known to be killed, and as many 
more wounded. 
Our people are determined to preserve 
the peace, and all good citizens are in per­ 
fect accord. 


THE WORST PROBABLY OVER. 
N ew O r lean s, November 23d. — The 
State's correspondent at Thibodeaux says 
the easualities so far are sufficiently num er­ 
ous, hut the opinion among the'best citi­ 
zens is that the worst is over. The pas­ 
sions aroused by the utterances of the New 
Orleans Communists, or self-styled fnends 
of labor, have been stilled, and no more 
blood will be shed, nor lives lost.

In Arkansas, near Desars, 
the range on both prairie and in the bot­ 
toms has been most completely destroyed 
the past ten days, and the smoke has been 
so dense that it has for several days ob­ 
scured the sun. 
The town was and is 
practica'ly surrounded by forest fires, and 
everybody feels great uneasiness. 
In the neighborhood of Okalona, Ark., 
forest firest are sweeping the mountains, 
valleys and bottoms, destroying fences and 
other property. 


AN APPALLING STATE OF AFFAIRS. 
M emphis, November 23d.—p. m.—A spe­ 
cial to-night from Lula, Miss., says that 
forest fires have been raging throughout the 
Yazoo Delta for the past two days, carry­ 
ing Kreat destruction in their wake. There 
has been a great loss of cotton, corn, fences 
and out-houses, and in some instances gin- 
houses and baras have been destroyed. 
The greatest damage, however, has been to 
timber. 
Magnificent cypress brakes in 
many instances are almost denuded, en­ 
tailing losses of m any thousands of dollars. 
The smoke has been so dense that people 
have suflpred beyond endurance. Cotton 
in the field has been turned to a yellowish 
cast, and it is almost impossible to have 
washing done. 
The fianies in Hatchie Bottom, Ginned 
by the prevailing winds, have carried dev­ 
astation before them. Thousands of acres 
of forest have been destroyed, and the 
switcli-cane has been utterly' consumed in 
the valleys. Hatchie river cane, which 
has been the chief dependence for winter 
forage for cattle, is effectually destroyed, 
and old settlers say it will be ten years 
before it can be renewed.

THANKSGIVING. 


KOfiE FSOOFS OF THE SLAV£ TKADE. 


The very good and pure people wire 
would not for the world believe that there 
is such a thing as Chinese slavery, but are 
quick to receive and believe till manner of 
stories concerning the alleged inhum an­ 
ity of Californians to Chinese, have now 
an opportunity ro [*> convinced of the 
truth, 
it may Ire doubted, however, if the 
indisputable facts proving that the Chinese 
buy and sell those of their flesh and blood, 
will be accepted by the sentim entalists of 
the East. 


A few days ego the R ecokh-U nion edi­ 
torially recited the details of a shipment 
of Chinese female slaves from Hongkong 
to San Francisco. 
They were thirteen in 
number, and were under charge of a hag 
upon whose person the customs officials 
found documents of a very damaging char­ 
acter, in addition to the bills o f sale of 
th e slaves, and tin- accounts of monev ex­ 
pended in their purchase and shipment. 
I>ut the officers were wise enough to keep 
the contents of the pajtere close until sev­ 
eral of the slave women could be ques­ 
tioned. 
An interpreter being engaged, 
these helpless creatures were asked to tell 
their stories of prior residence. 
They 
very readily did so, relating in detail 
where they had resided in California, 
when they returned to China, to whom 
they -were married, and gave quite correct 
accounts of towns and cities and 
their 
streets, and of the scenery of the State. 
They were then separately shown the 
papers taken from their keeper, and which 
proved to lie word for word the tales the 
poor creatures had recited to the officials. 
Thereupon the women broke down and 
confessed that they had been constrained 
to learn the tales under fear of threatened 
death ; that in fact they had never been 
in California or out of ( hina before, knew 
nothing of this State, were not married, 
but had been sold into slavery, and some 
concluded by naming the amounts paid for 
them. 


O f course, with such testimony of the 
facts before them, the Courts will not give 
consent to the landing of these women, 
and they will be returned to China, where 
they express themselves desirous o f speedily 
finding themselves. 
W hether there is pro­ 
vided any punishment for the slave dealer 
in this case we know not, but we doubt if 
it w ill be possible to visit upon her anv 
penalty. 
She and her principals—who are 
well-to-do Chinese in San Francisco— will 
lose the money invested in this cargo of 
human beings, and as it is a considerable 
sum, it will, in part, serve as punishment. 


There are more Chinese women in Cali­ 
fornia to-day than at any [previous tim e; 
nine out ot 
ten ipf them are owned bv 
slave masters, who compel them to follow 
the most degraded o f vppcations. 
The ex­ 
cess of these ivomcn over the total o f three 
years ago is due to the large number who 
have been fraudulently imported by moans, 
in many cases, like those disclosed in the 
instance first referred to. 
li is well known 
to the officers of the municipal and county 
governments in this State that these slaves 
are held us such, [passed from hand to hand 
for spot sums, and bought and sold as sheep 
in the market-place. 
Y et it is with the 
utmost difficulty that the machinery of the 
law can be set in motion to free these 
miserable creatures. 
On the oontrarv, 
strange as it may appear, in a State boast­ 
ing of a republican form of government, 
and of abhorrence for slavery, the laws 
and the minor Courts, are invoked by the 
Chinese Legrees with success to more 
firmly rivet the chains of these slaves, and 
to recover them when they escape. 
The 
fugitive slave law of the “ fifties” was 
never more effectually employed to return 
negro bondmen to slavery in the South, 
than are the ordinary criminal laws of this 
State to recover Chinese slaves, and keep 
them in their degraded state of bondage. 
It should not much longer be possible 
for slaves to stand upon American soil and 
tell such sorrowful stories as these extracts 
from four confessions detail, taken from the 
statements of the female slaves now in San 
Francisco harlpor, and whom the Chinese 
slave-dealer, are endeavoring by briberv, 
false swearing and the technicalities o f the 
law to have handed over to them :

T h e .Supreme Court lias decided, 111 the 
Dim m ig-Benhayon case, that Dimmig was 
unlawfully restrained of his liberty, for 
the reason that the complaint for murder, 
w hile it may be based upon information 
and belief, must lie supported by an affi­ 
davit of the complainant—after his exam ­ 
ination under oath by the magistrate— set­ 
ting forth facts sufficient to warrant the 
magistrate in holding the defendant w ith­ 
out bail, and this was not done in the Ditn- 
mig case. 
In support of this opinion the 
Court sim ply cites the plain letter of the 
statute, which is intended to prevent the 
arbitrary arrest of citizens and their de­ 
tention under a charge of murder. 
How 
came it, then, with the statute so plain 
and unmistakable, that the prosecuting 
officials, the magistrate's Court and the 
detectives made such a dangerous blun­ 
der ? W hat excuse can there be for of­ 
ficials stumbling blindly over laws as 
plain as the noses upon their faces? 
How 
is it possible for them to excuse their neg­ 
lect to do that which the law for the pro­ 
tection of human rights commands to be 
done, before depriving a citizen of his 
ibertv ? 
It is not the question now as to 
the guilt or innocence of Dimmig, but a 
question whether any man’s liberty may 
be invaded upon the mere whim or sus­ 
picion of usurping detective office», and 
whether the citizen’s right to go free is to 
be suspended because inferior magistrates 
neglect to follow the plain direction of 
the law, or wantonly ignore it? 
Such 
blundering as occurred 111 Dimmig’s case 
suggests the suspicion that it may not have 
been a mistake, but purposeful. 
If so, it 
was a most dangerous exercise of power 
which, if Courts and office» were much to 
follow, m ight well awaken alarm. 
The 
value of the writ of habeas corpus was 
never more strikingly made manifest than 
in the case of Dimmig, which w ill serve 
two very good and useful purposes— to 
check usurpation of power by magistrates, 
and to awaken tiie attention of the people 
to the precious liberty they enjoy and the 
watch and ward the law keeps over it.

The Tolo County Product of a tery 
Superior Quality. 
The orange crop that created such a 
lurore a few years ago, and which is such a 
drawing-card for Southern California, will 
have to get down from first place and give 
it up to the raisin crop. The immense crop 
this season, and the fine prices brought at 
the East, and the superiority of the product 
over the imported article ¡3 a surprise to 
all. N. VVyckoff, a representative raisin- 
maker of Yolo county, in an interview 
with a Mail reporter a few days since, said 
the crop for this season had turned out very 
well indeed. “ The market for layers is 
active and good, ranging from $1 60 to 
$1 90, I am told, per box, delivered in 
Sacramento. There stems to be an over­ 
abundance of loose raisins on the market, 
and the demand is not so good for that class 
of goods. I attribute this to two causes. 
Last year loose raisins commanded so good 
a price that those who had packed their 
raisins in layers hardly felt compensated 
for the extra trouble. Theu again, this 
year bunches did not fill out so well as 
usual, were more ‘ straggling,” so that it 
was easier to strip them ' loose ” than pack 
in 
lavers. 
The 
second 
crop this 
year is 
remarkable good, and the 
season could hardly have been better 
for curing. Yes, I think Yolo raisin-grow- 
ers have done very well this season, and 
the prospects are excellent. I have sampled 
the foreign raisin and candidly I must say 
that I consider tiie California raisin its 
superior. The Yolo county raisin possesses 
merits that the world cannot beat. Our 
raisins are steadily growing in favor in the 
Eastern market. I have read what I con­ 
sider reliable reports of the condition of 
the Malaga district in Spain. Some kind 
of a blight has fallen upon the vines there, 
and at best, it is stated, it will require five 
years for the raisin industry there to re­ 
cover. In that time, if California raisin 
men forge ahead as they have lately, it will 
require more than five years additional for 
the Spanish raisin to re-establish itself in 
our markets. I think that the.raisin men, 
generally speaking, are intelligent and pro­ 
gressive, and that they are exercising all 
that care and caution in curing and pack­ 
ing which will enable them to establish an 
enduring commercial reputation for the 
California raisin.”

S team L um ber Schooners — A new feat­ 
ure of the lumber trade on this coast is the 
steam schooner. The steam schooner is a 
California production, introduced only a 
few years ago, and they are rapidly taking 
the ulace of all other rigs in the coasting 
trade. They cost $40.0011 each, and are, for 
the most part, vessels about 150 feet long, 
16 feet beam and 10 feet depth of hold. 
They measure about 280 tons and carry 
compound surface-condensing engines of 
250-horse power. They are fast sailers, ca­ 
pable of carrying large deckloads, and are 
just the thing for our rock-bound coast. 
At the present tinte five of these vessels are 
in course of construclion at the shipyard in 
San Francisco. The Fort Bragg Company 
owns one ot these vessels, and is having 
another one built in San Francisco. Quite 
a town has been built at Fort Bragg during 
the past year, and it now contains three 
hotels, two stores, eight saloons, postoffice 
and school. The demand for redwood 
lumber in the southern part of this State 
during the last three years has been enor­ 
mous, and it is rapidly increasing. Three 
or four steamers have been carrying lum­ 
ber from Humboldt and Mendocino to San 
Diego, and every coastwise vessel is under 
engagement, and new ones cannot be sup­ 
plied fast enough to satisfy the demand.— 
Sait Jose Times. 


D r iv in g t h e L ast S p ik e .—Though the 
California and Oregon Railroad will not 
be ready for operation or open for traffic 
by the beginning of the month, it is stated 
on the best of authority that the connection 
between the two lines will be made by the 
1st of December, at which time the last 
spike will be driven.
